Of particular interest to Up- 
land are the figures showing 
county citrus production, which 
reveal a total f.o.b. crop. income 
of $20,071,630. In this figure are 
$9,391,437 for navels; $5,772,028 
for Valencias; $2,298,816 for 
lemons, and $1,143,914 for grape- 
fruit. 

Subtropical fruits brought an 
income of $379,203, with eynenee™ | 
second in this classification ac- 
counting for $10,648. 

The grape crop, including table 
and juice grapes, brought in $1,- 
667,675. Walnuts, the preponder- 
ant nut crop, brought in $1,351,- 
955. 

The total f.o.b.. income from 
fruit, nut and vine crops in San 
Bernardino county amounted to 
$23,243,305. | 

SWEET CROP 

Products of San Bernardino 
county apiarists brought an in- 
come of $112,303, with 1,620,000 
pounds of honey accounting for 
$97,200. Besides honey, the bee 
industry also produced 22,450 
pounds of beeswax, vital to de- 
fense industries; 2,500 nuclei, and 
2,500 queens. Large honey pro- 
ducers are located in Upland. 

Commercial vegetable crops

MINERALS TRAIL CITRUS 

The total population of the 
county, 161,769 (1940 census) al- 
lows less than one person to each 
acre of cultivated land. The total 
value of farms in the county is 
$122,939,000. Mineral production 
in the county accounts for an in- 
come of $15,000,000, still over 
$5,000,000 short of the citrus crop 
income. 

In comparing acreage, San Ber- 
nardino’s citrus crop is raised on 
49,351.1 acres, a little over one- 
fourth of the total acreage under 
cultivation in the county. Yet 
the citrus crop accounts for over 
one-half of the county’s income 
from agricultural products, and 
over one-third of the county’s in- 
come from agricultural and min- 
ing resources. combined.

“FORGOTTEN MBN”
